any time, all the facts that could be gathered 
teapecting the condition and numbers, the 
status and customs of our Afghan co- 
_ tehgionata would be eagerly seanned. by 
Jowiah renders. But, juat now, when issues 
of such imperial maynitude ara at atake in 
' that quarter of the world, all and everything 
relating to these Eastern Jew must have a 
surpassing attraction for their English co- 
religionista; tha more so as no econnectad 
account of them has ever yet been ‘given to 
the world, oven by the more notable explorers 
of Central Asia and the table lands of 
Northern Afghanistan, The Afehans—as 
all who have rend anything nbout thou are 
aware—clain to be themselves deacended 
froin tho ancient Israelites, Tho Jewish 
plysiognomy.of the people of the couatry 
haa frequently been commented upon by 
“travellers and Qo qlishmenyeuernily resident 
in Cabul, ‘It has often, 109,. beeu stated 
that the Afyhane call themselves “ Beni 
Israel,” Children of Israel.
